It is n ot kn own , even approximately, how 
man y live* were lost. 
Chilapa was a city 
of 15,000 in habitan t*. 
V\'ASHiiiOTON, March 27.—Two

bu reau last even in g. Fou r excellen t record * 
of each shock were obtain ed , in which all 
the d etails of these phen omen a are shown 
with great d istin ctn ess. 
The first shock was mu ch greater than 
the secon d an d began with great d istin ct­ 
n ess at 6:09 o’clock.

began with equ al d istin ctn ess at 10:45 
o'clock.

At the trial o f the grading case the law partner o f the general atto rney fo r the Co mpany o penly stated that he did no t want the impro v ement to be made 
and wo uld do ev ery thing within his po wer to delay and get erro r Into the case. 
After the trial o f the co ndemnatio n case under the Present Plan In the May o r’s Co urt the Metro po litan Street Railway Co mpany appealed. 
After the 
case reached the Circuit Co urt this co mpany filed a plea in the nature o f a mo tio n to dismiss the entire pro ceeding because the judge befo re who m the case was 
being tried was a tax pay er In Kansas City and because a part o f the pro perty so ught to be taken was o wned and used by the Metro po litan Street Railway Co m­ 
pany and therefo re co uld no t be taken and used fo r ano ther public purpo se. 
The atto rney fo r the co mpany anno unced in o pen co urt that he wo uld later file an 
applicatio n fo r a trial by a co mmo n law jury instead o f by the co mmissio ners as pro v ided by the City Charter. 
Other co rpo ratio ns (railro ad) filed mo tio ns fo r a 
trial by co mmo n law J ury and applicatio ns fo r remo v al to the Federal Co urt. 
If no appeal o r o ther dilato ry plea had been filed the city might hav e begun actual co nstructio n o n the v iaduct within six ty day s fro m this date.

In fact ten of the men foun d tluir way 
to the n eighborin g Chatham islan d , which 
is in habited , while a passin g bark picked 
up the seven men on In d efatigable, 
Jeffs 
had become sick an d parted from his 
compan ion s with the result tliiit he missed 


the valleys because of the growth of cactus 
an d thorn through which n o man might 
make his way without first cuttin g a road . 
It is believed impossible that Jeffs could 
have n il his way through this wild ern ess 
of tortures, miles from water an d without 
in strumen ts for the work, but there ex­ 
ists the possibility that he foun d an un ­ 
seen way in to the fertile valleys an d was

ON< K \ HAVEN OF WJ CCANEBRS. 
The Galapagos islan d s were d iscovered 
in 1535, an d -were at that time un in habited , 
but later on bucain c a favorite place for 
buccan eers an d whalers 
The former foun d in it sheltered coves 
where repairs could be mad e un observed 
an d where water an d sea food were ob­ 
tain able, the latter mad e it a ren d ezvous 
an d also a poin t to obtain fresh water an d 
to give their crews a run on shore, kn ow­ 
in g they would n ot d esert. The old fash­ 
ion ed five year whalin g voyage was on e 
full of hard ships, an d a crew lan d ed in a 
favorable place would have thought twice 
before return in g to the d rud gery which 
lay before them.

Within the In st few years the herd s 
have in creased to such an exten t that in 
man y localities they are classed as "var­ 
min ts,” with wolves, wild cats an d griz­ 
zlies, an d every man 's rifle is turn ed 
again st them. 
No fen ce is stron g en ough 
to stop these horses, tlld when they ap­ 
pear in force they have e\en been kn own 
to kn ock d own an d kill cows an d calves. 
After each visit from a herd the ran ch­ 
man is likely to mourn 
t h e loss of his 
d omestic horses, an d it requires on ly a 
few d ays' association w i t h their n ew com­ 
pan ion s for the best broken an imals to 
become as wild as their n omad ic com­ 
rad es. 
A stud y of the wild horse problem 
brin gs to light man y in terestin g 
facts 
about the an imals. The legislature of Ne­ 
vad a, it seems, parsed a law man y years 
ago specifically allowin g hun ters to shoot 
wild hor-es an d to sell their hid es for 
what they could get in the open market. 
The law open ed the way to a n ew an d 
un usual in d ustry, an d man y men foun d 
the killin g of wild horses very profitable. 
Besid es, the work was excitin g an d gave 
the busin ess the ad d ed zest of sport.
